KEYNOTE  SPEAKER 


Nestor  M.  Rios  directs  La  Alianza  Hispana,  Inc.,  a  non-profit 
human  service  organization  in  Roxbury  offering  a  wide  range  of 
bicultural  programs  for  inner-city  residents,  including  GED  and 
ESL  classes,  job  training,  substance  abuse  counseling,  family  and 
community  health  services,  and  youth  programs.  Founded  in 
1970  by  neighborhood  residents,  the  agency  continues  to  play  a 
central  role  in  the  life  of  Boston's  Latino  community. 

La  Alianza  established  the  first  Hispanic  Senior  Center  and  Adult 
Day  Health  Program  in  Massachusetts  as  well  as  the  first 
Hispanic  psycho-social  day  rehabilitation  program  in  New 
England,  and  operates  the  area's  first  Hispanic  state-licensed 
outpatient  mental  health  clinic.   La  Alianza  also  was  a  principal 
organizer-founder  of  Nuestra  Comunidad,  Casa  Esperanza,  and 
the  Dudley  Street  Neighborhood  Initiative  (DSNI). 

A  native  of  New  York  City,  Mr.  Rios  was  educated  at  the  City 
University  of  New  York,  Rutgers  University  School  of  Law,  and 
Columbia  University  Graduate  School  of  Business.   His  career 
has  included  consultation,  legislative  analysis,  project 
management  and  administrative  leadership  for  several  public 
sector  entities,  including  the  Human  Resource  Administration  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  the  Division  of  Court  Programs  at  the 
Vera  Institute  of  Justice  in  New  York,  and  the  Department  of  the 
Public  Advocate  for  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

Mr.  Rios  has  served  as  a  board  member  on  the  National  Council 
on  Alcoholism  and  Drug  Dependency/Nothern  N.  J.  region,  the 
National  Puerto  Rican  Coalition  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  Mass. 
Advocacy  Center,  the  Metro  Boston  Community  Services 
Network,  DSNI,  and  Nuestra  Comunidad.   He  is  Treasurer  of 
Agendas  Latinas  Unidas,  and  a  member  of  the  Mayor's  Blue  Hill 
Avenue  Task  Force  and  the  Boston  Panel  of  Agency  Executives. 

Mr.  Rios  lives  in  Brighton  with  his  wife,  who  graciously  left  a  law 
practice  in  New  Jersey  to  permit  him  to  accept  his  current 
challenge  at  La  Alianza  Hispana  last  September.
